‘Tae perseverance of the Chinese has 
been rewatded by the complete re- 
duction of the Doonganis, up to the 
frontiers of ‘Tarkestan. The fall of 
Uramtsi and Manas bas been followed 
by the surrender of Tarfan, the last 
stronghold which remained in the hands 
of the insurgents. Tarfan is situated 
about one hundred .and. sixty. miles 
west of Hami, and seventy-five miles 
sonth of Uramtsi, on the main road to 
Harashar and Turkestan, As soon as 
the opening of Spring made the move: 
ment of troops practicable, the Im- 
perialists seem to have advanced 
simultaneously from Hami and Barkoul, 
roads leading exstwards frota which 
converge at the poiut of attack. The 
decree in the Peking @azetle recording 
the operations, describes the usual severe 
fighting and dwells with the usual 
satisfaction on the slaughter of rebels 
that was effected by the way. Tho 
forces “proceeded by swift marches 
along these two lines of route, taking 
the rebel entrenchments as they ad- 
vanced, and capturing by assault tho 
towns of Cl’ikhténgma and Pidjan, 
Under favour of these victories, other 
points along the line were successively 
taken,and immense numbers of prisoners 
The main 
body of the insurgents, being unable to 
maintain their ground, retreated in a 
northwesterly @rection toward Turfan; 
whereapon the troops were drawn 
together for combined attack, and 
the cavalry and infantry forces having 
been pushed forward simultaneously, 
both the Mancha and the Chinese cities 








of Turfan were captured.” 
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‘As a matter of fact, the city is said 
to have been abandoned on the approach 
of the Imperialists, whose recent sac- 
cesses had no doubt disheartened their 
opponents; the garrison falling back 
upon the friendly forces of the Ameer 
of Kashgar, who is said to be encamped 
on his own frontier, at no great dis- 
tance from Turfan. Thus, at immense 
cost of money and of life, the Chinese 
have succeeded in recovering control 

“over the whole district beyoid the 
Great Wall, up-to the flauks of the 
“Tien-shan and the frontier of Harashar. 
It is probable that they aro masters of 
Jittle better than a depopulated waste, 
but that will cause no remorse to the 
Celestial mind. ‘Tho cost at which the 
success has been achieved has been a 
source of considerable anxiety, and the 
causo of divided counsels among Chinese 
statesmen ; but loss of life troubles them 
little, Nor have they the foresight tu, 
realise that tho massacres which have 
dingraced the campaign mean more than 
tho slaughter of so many individuals, 
moan so much reduction in the human 
power available for resistibg the en- 
oroachment of the desert, and the 
probable permanent deterioration of a 
farthor tract of soil. 

They may argue, indeed, that-thoy 
would ratherhavea waste on theirfrontier 
than a cloud of scarcely half-civilized 
tribos, always prone to make incursions, 
and able, as they proved themselves at 
the outset of the Inst uprising, to carry 
fire and.sword almost within sight of 
Peking. The Governor “of Shensi 
indeod declares that it is even yet 
impossible to make up. the full tale of 
revenge assessed upon a certain Cus. 
tom House in his district, beonuse “the 
province is far from having recovered 
from the effects of the Mahomedan 
rebellion.” And yet their visit to 
Shensi was a flying one, and it is years 
since they were driven back. Chinese 
statesmen are little troubled with hama- 
nitarian theories, except when uttering 
on paper platitudes abot the sorrows 
of the people ; so the reflection that 
a firm and just Goveroment would 
probably have prevented the insurrec- 
tion, the slaughter, and the desolation, 
will affect them little. We have seen 
in Mr. Davenport's roport » hint of the 
injustice by which the rebellion was 
provoked in Yiiunan, and we may 
conceive that things were not very 
different, beyond the Wall. ‘The 
Chinese have a theory that, at a certain 
stage of misgovernment, rebellion is 
a right of the people, But in the 
eyes of the Government, insurrection 
is-ipso facto wrong, and rebels become 
‘ab once deserving of the penalty of 

















death. The extinction of rebellion is 
synonymous in their minds with the ex~ 
tinction of life. "We all remember how 
Li slew the rebel Wangs at Soochow, 
in defiance of Gordon’s pledged word; 
and how he @eclared afterwards that 
“he dared not not kill? chiefs taken 
in rebellion. That they should die was a 
maxim, and he would have been 
liable to punishment himself if he bad 
not slain them.’ It is possible, then, as 
we said before, that the Peking states- 
men, holding desolation at least to mean 
tranquillity, and, undeterved by any 
humanitarian compunctions, may rather 
approve thau deprecate. tho. slaughter 
which promises to secure them that 
tranquillity for at least another genera- 
tion. Tho Mabomedan cloud is a per- 
petual menace upon their frontier; the 
farther it can be thrust back the better 
for the safety of tho Empire. It has 
now been repelled to the borders of 
Tarkestan, and it is not unlikely that 
they will go on to attack the Ameer 
himself, in tho endeavour to scotch 
still further the danger they drend— 
and perhaps with a farther desire, not 
lacking patriotic pride, of re-establish- 
ing their sway over regions which, 
within the present generation, were 
subject to the Emperor. 





Swmumary of Hews. 





The English mail of the 25th May arrived 
Thursday, by the P. & O. str. Peking. 

A mail leaves to-morrow for Europe, by 
the P. & O. str. Cathgy. 


‘Tho Russians are said to have crossed 
the Danube with 30,000 men, at Hirsova— 
in the Dobrudscha, within Trajan’s Wall 
and considerably North of Silistria. Heavy 
cannonading has been going on along the 
whole line from Kalafat to Oltenitza, and 
the Russians have also made good ‘their 
landing opposite Simnitza.—In Asia Minor, 
onthe other hand, they have been defeated 
in an attack on Zewin. 

Rustehuck has been. bombarded, and is 
being evacuated by the Turks. The 
Russian headquarters are now on the 
Turkish side, at Sistova. Their advance 
guard has received a severe check near 
that town. The English fleet has sailed 
from the Pixeus for Besika bay. 

‘The latest telegrams quote Consols 943. 
Silver 53%. Silk—No. 1 Dancing Bear 
18s. Gd., Blue Elephants 17s. 6d., Com- 
mon No. 5, 15s. 6d.—New Canton teas 
selling at very low prices. : 

‘The American residents here celebrated 
“the glorious fourth” on Wednesday, in 
accordance with usual custom. The two 
American war-ressels in port, the Ashuelot 
and Palos, together with the English gun- 
boat Kestrel, the Chinese Customs’ cruiser 
Kuashing, and several mercantile vessels 
of different nationalities, displayed holiday 
bunting; but no salutes were fired, 
none of the vessels being entitled to so 
honour the occasion, each carrying less 
than ten guns. At noon a goodly number 
of Americans assembled at the offices of 




















the Consulate-Lieneral, and heard the 
Declaration of Independence ‘tead ‘by Mr. 
0.-B, Bradford ; and for’ thie observance of 
this rule he was cordially thanked, on the 
motion of Dr.:'W. 0. Eastlack. In. the 
evening a display of fireworks took place— 
bombs, rockets and crackers being dis- 
charged in quick succession’; but we regret to 
say that a Chinamsn was struck on the head 
by one of the rockets and severely injured. 
‘He was at once removed to' the Hospital. 
—At the Consulate-General, Mr. 0,..B. 
Bradford receiveda goodly number’ of 
citizens, among whom’ were many ladies. 
—The Astor’House Hotel was ‘brilliantly 
illuminated, and altogether the day was 
observed with’ the usual spirit. :. 

‘A. mooting of . Shareholders in ‘the 
‘Yangtsze Insurance Association was: held 
on Thursday. - The accounts forthe year 
ended 20thSeptember last showed.a reserve 
of Tls. 240,000, besides*the paid-up capital 
of Tis. 600,000, A: dividend -at the rate 
of. 7} per cent, for the half-year was:de- 
clared. Messrs, Evans, Boyd, Lucag,and 
Krebs were elected a Consulting Committee 
for the current year.—It was resolved to 
ré-constitute the Company at thé closo of 
the,present term,. on conditions which are 
explained in the report of proceedings. 

The intermediate accounts of the North- 
China Insurance Company to the 30th June, 
show a balance in hand of Ts. 90,000.0n 1875 
account, besides Tis. 102,000 at reserve ; 
and Tis. 199,284-on 1876 account, besides 
Tis. 92,000 at reserve. 

Shanghai was visited on Tuesdag. by the 
heaviest gale which has occurred here 
since 1864—without, doubt o section of a 
typhoon. Much damage was done to native 
boats, and some loss of life occurred’ on 
the river. Ashore, numbers of trees were 
uprooted, and some damage was done to 
houses. Tho barometer fell below 20.30. 
We believe the raiu-fall on Tuesday was 
nearly 1} in.; the total fall during the 
36 hours up to Wednesday evening was 
about 1} in.—The typhoon came up 
from the Southward, and was experienced 
at Ningpo about three hours earlier than 
at Shanghai.—Full particulars will be 
found elsewhere. 

Again, the performance of the Amateur 
Wind, Instrument. Society, which was 
arranged to take place Wednesday evening 
at the Public Garden, had to. be post- 
poned, owing to the unsettled state of 
the weather. The Society seems even 
more unfortunate than the Volunteers were 
a few weeks ago, in selecting rainy 
days for their performances, the present 
one having’ been put off threo times.— 
The weather last night, however, was all 
that Guld be desired for the concert, 
and there was a very large attendance, many 
ladies being among those present. Quito 
a fleet of houseboats was moored in front 
of the Garden. ‘The music was good, and 
a thoroughly enjoyable evening was passed. 

A rehearsal was had at thé Woosung’ 
forts on Wednesday, preparatory to a 
grand review: by the Viceroy, who is ex- 
pected next week. A report of the pro- 
ceedings will be found elsewhere. 

A Chinaman attempted, last week, to 
commit suicide by throwing himself into 
the Hwangpoo from the Nanking road jetty. 
Fortunately the act was immediately 
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‘observed: by a foreigner; who, jumping 
inito: #-simpan; pushed: off; and. reached 
the: drowning: man. ashe was. sink- 
ing: for: the ‘second: or. third time, and 
smeceeded: in: getting hiffi’ ashore. ‘The 
“would:be-suicid’ was afterwards. taken to 
the! Centrab Police ‘Station; and carefully 
attended to: He: there sfated: that he 
‘belonged to a ‘place ‘named Chau-ming,, 
‘aud ‘had: thete entered: into business:with, 
another man;,to- whom: he had ‘entrusted alll 
his capital, about $170. This man proved! 
dishonest and: ran away with the. money, 
lesvitig- his partner: almost: destitute. Ho. 
cliased:thie runaway’ to, Ningpo and after- 
wards; to Shanghai, buf, could: find no; 
trace of him at either-plago; and his 
loés; 20° preyed: on his mind that he re- 
solved to commit suicide. Next day. the: 
unforbuiiate man; was recovered. sufficiently 
to be sent to” Ningpo,, his passage being; 
paid; and’an-additional dollar given him to 
meet his, wantson,lunding. 

‘The-rumonrs of tho: prevalence of cholera, 
of avirulent type,at Amoy; which arose otit 
of @ somewhat hasty telegram, addressed: to: 
the Commissioner of Customs at this-port, 
appeanto havé‘beenexaggerated. We learn. 
that; immediately: on, the- receipt off:the. 
telegram referred’ to, Mr: Glover asked for 

i Tw reply, he: was. informed 
that up to the Srd-instant, there had been 
‘one''death among: foreigners, and. it was 
reported: that about: thirty natives were 
dyiig: daily ‘These boing. the facts, the 
Commissioner of Customs does not think it 
necessity topubintoforce any. precautionary: 
measures as regards vessels. from. Amoy, 
although’ such measures have already been 
digciissed, and can be applied at any 
miomient should it eventually be deemed 
desirable: to do s0. We do not doubt that 
the good sense of the community will be 
with" Mri’ Glover in coming to this de- 
cision. It has been asserted that two. 
recent deatlis. among foreigners in Shang- 
hai were due to cholera. As to the 
first we have no. particulars, but we are 
informed upon the best authority that the 
second had nothing whatever to do with 
cholera, but was the sudden termination 
of achronic disease, which, without much 
watning, assumed an acute'form. We have 
further made careful enquiries as to the 
prevalence of any epidemic disease in the 
walled city of Shanghai. Our native agent 
reports that, as usual. at this time of year, 
the mortality is high, but that he cannot 
hear of any. deaths occurring suddenly 
after: a short, period of vomiting, purging 
andecramps, While, therefore, all ordinary 
precautions ought to be taken, there seems 
“to be at present no good reason,.for any 
special. anxiety on the part of foreign 
residents in the Settlements. 

The Chief Justice of Hongkong has been 
expressing strong opinions in regard to 
Chinese rates of interest. Sitting casually 
in the Summary Jurisdiction Court, one or 
two claims for the recovery of money lent 
at enormous rates of interest, were brought 
before him. In one caso the interest 
charged amounted to forty-eight per cent. 
Per annum, and in another to thirty per 
cent. These rates his Lordship charac- 
terised as “scandalous.” He left the deci- 
sion however to Mr. Snowden, the habitual 





‘Judge of the Court, who “ might have some 
special-rule for such cases.” # 

Amother question has been asked in 
Parliament about Mr. Grosvenor’s report, 
to which the Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs replied that the papers were-in 
a forward state, and: would be laid upon 
the table as sogibas possible.

another home paper a counter-sketch of 
the amusement excited in the minds of 
the Chinese by the preposterous fect of 
the English ladies, which, if not true, is 
certainly ben trovato. 

Wo have received the May-June number 
of the Chinese Recorder and Missionary 
Journal, which bye-the-bye is tending 
rather to forget the first half of its title in 
its attention to the latter. It is becoming 
almost solely a missionary record, and we 
miss tho interesting class of papers which 
used:to appear in it. ‘The only lay; paper 
in the present number is a further. chapter 
of J. R.’s history of “The rise and progress 
of the Manchus.”—Some “ Statistics of the 
Protestant Missions of Peking and North 
China” folloiy.—The Rev. Chauncey Good- 
rich gives a chapter on Chinese Hymno- 
logy—The Rey. C. F. Preston continues 
the discussion on the terms in Chinese for 
God and Spirit.—A précis of proceedings at 
the, late Conferenee, und some corres- 
pondence, and notices of recent publications 
complete the number. 

‘The World‘observes that the Irishmen 
of Shanghai religiously observe St. Patrick's 
day. “/tadinner on that festival,” re- 
marks Altws, “an account of which read in 
the North-China Herald, there was eloquent 
* speeching,’ Moore's melodies in profusion, 
and such characteristic decoration as pota- 
toes, coronal and pendent, onthe chandelier, 
and’ two shillelaghs saltire-wise over the 
chair. Was it to keep up the national 
traditions, by the perpetration of a robust 
bull, that the chairman opened the proceed- 
ings by saying they had met to ‘comme- 
morate the natal day of their patron saint’ ? 
Every schoolboy, from the Giant’s Cause- 
way to Capo Clear, knows, or should know, 
that the 17th of March is the anniversary 
of St. Patrick's death—not of his nati 
No one can tell- when or where his saint- 
ship saw the light,—the registration of 
births was irregularly kept at that period.” 
—The misfortune is that we have so few 
schoolboys in Shanghai; otherwise no 
doubt we should have known all about it. 

We mentioned last week that a Chinese 
resident in America had announced his 
intention of taking up the cudgels against 
the doctrine of “heathen damnation ” 
which had been lately avowed by some 
self-righteous preachers in New York. A 
news paragraph from that city, dated the 
8th May, shows that he has carried out his 
design :—‘ Wong Ching Foo, the Chinese 
political exile, Tectured last evening on 

‘“Dammation of the Heathen.” He dis- 
claimed being a Buddhist missionary. He 
was surprised to see so much that was 
utterly absurd believed of the Chinese in 
intelligent America, He never knew that 
rats and puppies were good to eat until he 

ica. The word for God in 
Chinese meant “Heaven,” so” seldom 
spoken that foreigners had said- they did 














not recognize a Supreme Being. He said 
the Chinese of the Pacific slope were not 
the average Chinamen, nor wis he a fair 
example of the Chinese scholar. His people 
knelt before images as symbols of &: 
religion. Ho believed that God had given 
to every race of men a religion peculiar to 
their nature. Buddha lived 400 years 
before Christ, and taught essentially the 
same moral truths. Christians shovld not 
say the Chinese religion was bad, witlout 
understanding it.” 
We reprint from the Bombay Gazette, 
an article—describing the nature of the 
country which is now- the « battle-field 
in Asia Minor, and sketching tho operations 
of which it has been the scene in past Wars 
—that will help to give a very much 
clearer idea of recent movements, than 
can be derived from a mere reference to 
tke map in connexion with the brief 
telegrams which have hitherto reached us. 
A telegram in the New York Herald, puts 
an altogether new view upon the designs 
of Russia in the East, She doesn’t want 
an inch of territory in Asia Minor, nor 
does she dream of attacking India. The 
whole and sole object of her advance into 
Asia is to gain the right of way and passage 
to China! “Her ambition is to become 
master and possessor of a part of: tho 
Celestial Empire.” But here is the 
ph :—Your correspondent at St. 
etersburg had an interview with a pro- 
minent Russian diplomat, from which he 
concludes that Russia in making war upon 
Turkey has a twoiold object. First, by 
her advance into Asia to gain the right of 
way and passage to China; and second, by 
her operations in Europe to obtain ‘the 
freedom of the different tributary States, 
namely, Bulgaria, Herzegovina, Roumania, 
Servia and Bosnia, She would guaranteo 
these provinces their independence, no 
matter against what power. In other 
words, she would form a defensive and 
offer allianee with these liberated 
territories. ‘The correspondent’ was ine 
formed that long before.an army could be 
brought in front of the walls of Constan- 
tinople peace would be made. The terms 
of peace would perhaps include the sur- 
render on the part of Turkey of a portion 
of her fleet, and above all, the consum- 
mation of a treaty placing’ the city of 
Constantinople under joint control of all 
the foreign powers. Russia has no inten- 
tion of advancing into India, Her ambition 
is to become master and possessor of a part 
of the Celestial empire. “Toward this end 
all her inroads in Asia are directed.”—Not 
bad for a sensation! Only one doesn’t 
quite see how the advance into Asia Minor 
is to help forward the project.

‘The Gleneagles reached London the fol- 
lowing evening, about- one day therefore 
behind her rival. 

The French war-vessel Laclocheterie 
arrived on Saturday, and the U.S. gunboat 
Palos Sunday. They are both from 
riverine ports. : 

The American corvette Ashuelot arrived 
Monday. 

H.B.M.’s corvette Juno, from. Hong- 
kong, anchored at Woosung Wednesday. 

‘The China Mail says the British barque 
Belted Will, from London to Shanghai, has 
put into Hongkong leaky. She reports 
having experienced heavy weather to the 
southward. 

‘Wo reprint from the China Mail a report 
of a typhoon experienced by the P. & 0. 
str. Sunda, during the night of the 23rd- 
24th June, on her passage from Yokohama 
to Hongkong. 

The Straits Times says a telegram from 
‘Mr. Clirrie, one of ‘the passengers by the 
wrecked steamer Meikong, mentions that 
the passengers were rescued by the steamer 
Glenartney. 

The L. & C. Espress says the Lords of 
the Admiralty have arrived at no decision 
with regard to the successor to Vice-Admiral 
Ryder, as Naval Commander-in-Chief in 
China, ‘The ability shown by Vice-Admiral 
Ryder in the discharge of his duties on the 
Station, has induced the authorities to pro- 
Jong his stay for as long a period as 
possible. 

‘The China Mail learns that the Emperor 
of China has issued an edict prohibiting 
opium smoking throughout the country, 
particularly among officials, scholars and 
the soldiery. The edict was issued at the 


instance of H. E. Kwoh Sung Tao and his’ 


colleague, Envoys to Great Britain. It 
commands Generals, Governors-General, 
and Governors in the various provinces to 
draw up regulations adapted to local 
circumstances, for carrying out this pro- 
hibition, which is to take effect three years 
hence. Meantime the smokers are, we 
suppose, expected to give up the bad habit. 

‘The Caloutta Englishman says the out- 
turn of tea from the Darjeeling district for 
1877 is estimated at five million pounds. 
Should the weather continue favourable 
throughout the season, even this estimate 
may be considerably exceeded. Although 
Picking began late, the amount of tea made 
up to date is alrendy much larger than at 
the same time last year. 

‘The Peking Gazelte of the 12th June 
contains rather a curious memorial regard- 
ing the appointment of a magistrate to the 
Shanghai District. The first nomination 
soems to have evoked some opposition, 
which is overcome by the urgent remon- 
strances of the Viceroy and Governor of 
the Province, who declare enthusiastically 
in favour of the present incumbent, that 
“ few officials are to be found his equals.” 

‘Not the least curious feature in the 
Peking Gazette, is the prominence which it 
gives to criminal occurrences in various 
parts of the Empire. But we have rarely 
seen @ cago stated at such length as that 
we publish on another page. And as 











it does not seem to have any special 
political importance, we can only con- 
clude it is given on account of its sen- 
sational interest. An uncle, annoyed with 
a dissipated nephew-in-law, promises his 
niece in marriage to another man if 
he can kill her husband; and the man 
makes an opportunity toikill him accord- 
ingly. It is curious to find that a lock of 
hair froma lady is regarded as a pledge, 
in China as well asin the West. The uncle 
cuts off a lock of his niece's hair and 
gives it to the intending murderer; she, 
apparently, not objecting. Another curious 
feature is the remark of the memorialists 
that they “have no code. of law at 
Tarbagatai to refer to”—which speaks 
‘volumes for the state of the country. 

In a memorial in the Gazette of the 18th 
June, the Imperial Resident at Lhassa 
requests that the present Commissaries at 
Hari and in Western Thibet may be 
re-appointed, in view of the prospect of 
foreigners visiting the country (under the 
Ghefoo Convention.) ‘The memorialist 
has received a communication from: the 
Yamén for Foreign affairs, stating that 
Europeans have stipulated for entry into 
Thibet ; and as the apprehensions excited 
in different parts of the country among 
both the clergy and laity are not allayed, 
it is indispensable that the officers filling 
the various commissaryships should be 
intelligent and active persons, without 
which it would be difficult to maintain 
authority and order. Were strangers to 
be substituted in the incumbency of 
these posts, the consequences might be 
aangerous.” 

In the Gazette of the 20th June, the 
Director-General of the Yellow River re- 
ports having held an inspection of the 
military brigade under his orders, stationed 
near Tsining-chow. The evolutions of the 
soldiery, and their performance in “ gingal, 
spear, shield, and archery practice, and in 
turning warlike somersaults!” was of the 
most satisfactory description. 

A private letter from Pexixa, dated 26th 
June, says:—It has been excessively hot 
here ; but two heavy storms have cooled 
the atmosphere for the moment. All who 
can get away are leaving for the Hills or 
for Chefoo. 

‘The Governor of Kwexcnow reports that, 
on the 12th May last, the military stores, 
situated on a rising ground outside the 
southern wall of the provincial capital, were 
struck by lightning; when the powder 
magazine blew up, destroying upwards of 
eighty houses, and gunpowder and arms to 
the value of Tis. 100,000, and killing one 
and wounding six persons. In quaint terms 
the Governor accepts the disaster as due “to 
his own lack of moral excellence, through 
which he has failed to induce the operation 
of the beneficent and kindly powers of 
Nature, in such wise as to guard against 
the occurrence of calamity of this de- 
scription.” 

We have much pleasure in publishing 
Dr. Nevius’ report of his proceedings for 
the relief of the sufferers from famine in 
Suantonc. It isa most gratifying record 
of invaluable aid rendered at a very critical 
moment. The result is that many thousands 
of lives have been saved, and large tracts 





‘of country are bearing crops, whiere there 
would have been starvation and waste but 
for the money so opportunely subscribed, atid 
which Dr. Nevius and others so judiciously 
distributed. It'is almost inconceivable how 
sosmall asumas 10 cash a day can have been 
instrumental’ in producing such results.— 
But though the rain has ensured good crops 
where the people were able to plant the 
land, it is painful to hear that many have 
been obliged to sell everything, and are still 
destitute. F 

In the midst of their distress, the people 
of Forxren have found infinite consolation: 
‘The literary degree of Chuang Yiian—tho 
highest in the Empire—has just been ac- 
quired by'a native of that province. This 
intelligence is welcomed by the people as 
‘happy omen,—confirming an old local super- 
stition that public calamities,“ such. as 
famine, fire, and flood, if followed by the 
above joyful event, will be succeeded by an 
era of undiminished prosperity in the pro- 
vince. The first part of the programme 
has certainly beon amply fulfilled ; lot us 
hope the prediction will also be realised. 

An Awoy co:respondent, writing on the 
Sra July, says—Wo are said to have an 
epidemic of cholera, and undoubtedly have 
had one among the Chineso; but the 
danger is, I trust, now over. A Japanese, 
a Malay, and 9 marine of the Hornet aro 
the only foreign deaths, but precautions 
are being generally adopted on the. preven- 
tion better than cure principle, and I hope 
we shall hear of no more, For news, it is 
too hot for there to be any; we pant and 
wait for winter. 

It will be remembered that Sir William 
Jervois, who is a Colonel in tho Royal 
Engineers as well as Governor of the 
Straits Settlements, went in April last to 
Avsrnaxta, on a specialmissiontoinspecttho 
coast defences of the colony. ‘The colonists 
seem quite alive to the importance of the 
matter, and prepared to act spiritedly on his 
recommendations, He is said to feel very 
strongly the necessity for Newcastle, as 
the coaling station of the South, being 
protected, and to hold that it could be 
made impregnable at a very slight cost, 
It is so situated that no force could 
enter to take possession, were it fortified 
even a little. Of course, it might bo 
shelled by a gunboat from a distance, 
and tho only protection against that 
would be another gunboat or two.— 
After his visit to Newoastle Sir William 
Jervois returned to Sydney, where he 
inspected the’ permanent and volunteer 
forces ; and from whence he was about to 
take a trip down the Sonth Coast. Sir 
William and Colonel Scratchley will then 
travel overland to Melbourne, a coach 
having been specially chartered for their 
use between the last railway station in 
New South Wales and Albury, From 
‘Melbourne, the journey will be made to 
Adelaide, and then Tasmania will be visited, 
It 4s as yet an open question whether the 
voyage will be continued to New Zealand, 
that colony not having been amongst the 
number requesting an official visit of the 
description Sir William Jervois is payin; 
He will, after beigg at Tasmania, visit 
Queensland, and then probably proceed to 
the tropics again.

PARTY CRIES. 
‘Prosasty more evil has been done in 
the world through ‘the unthinking 
adoption of party cries, than’ by all 
other political devices put together; 
and this charge is not peculiar to 
nations in a high state of culture, but 
spreads even through those to whom 
political affairs are for the most part 
unknown or unthought of. The effect 
of such a cry, taken up on the spur of 
the moment without thinking of pos- 
sible consequences, is well seen in the 
temporary. paralysis which was pro- 
duced last antumn in the policy of Eng- 
land, by'tho anti-Turkish cry got up by 
‘Mr. Gladstone. Yet Great Britain has 
large interests at stake, very much 
larger than the majority of the popula- 
tion are aware; and under tho in- 
fluences of a mere cry, put forward for 
simple party motives, the Government 
is hampered, and an opportunity given 
to Russia for further encroachments, 
which may one day lead to a straggle 
far more serious than the present con- 
test is likely to prove, It is not, 
however, 80 much to treat on the cries 
of England as. on those of China, 
that wo at present propose. China, for 
the last few years, has been subject to 
the same curious phenomena. Since 
the Massacre of Tientsin, or rather 
sineo a poriod of ome months previously 
to that scene, we have been continually 
treated to some popular ery by the anti- 
foreign party in China, At first it was 
kidnapping children, then it went on to- 
tail-cutting and all the other et cetera, 
which we might well consider foolish 
were nob our own population given to 
take up cries just as unreasonable ; and 
now it is a settled prediction that the 
astute Viceroy of Chibli and his sup- 
porters are going, within the next 
threo years, to get rid of all-the for- 
eigners in China, and conduct the 
government on tho old principles of 
exclusivent nd its concomitants of 
irresponsibility and seclusion from ob- 
servation, ‘There is this difference 
alone between the reports so assidu- 
ously set afloat some years ago and 
those which are now carefully imposed 
on the natives ; that whereas, in 1870, 
foroo was to be the ineans used to 
expel the hated guest, in 1877 craft is 
considered the more effectual means. 
It is imsome measure satisfactory to 
find that, even in tho face of their own 
overweening conceit, the leaders of this 
foolish party should have come to see 
that their warlike preparations are 
likely to avail them but little. But if 
wo are to wait for some more years to 
impress on their minds the equally 
palpable truth that they themselves 
will, in the long ruo, be the greatest 
sufferers by the present agitation, the 
present race of residents will probably 
‘be extinct before the question is settled. 
Tt, is difficult to comprehend the aim 
which the leaders of (he movement 
have set before themselves. Doubtless 
























the desire to be perfectly understood, 
to be able to do as they like and 
say what they like without exciting 
comment; to impose taxes ad libitum, 
and effectually repress any inter- 
change of ideas amongst the people, 
seem to a Qhinese Mandarin the 
height of human perfection. It is 
more difficult to understand, however, 
why the people at large should take up 
the ery, and most difficult of all to 
comprehend how it should actually 
prevail amongst those to whom foreign 
intercourse is a matter of daily necessity. 
It is not a matter of like or dislike, of 
sentiment or the reverse ; for it must be 
evident to ‘every one of the meanest 
capacity, that a serious interference 
with the foreign trade of China would 
result in rain to millions of its in- 
habitants, if it would not render the 
whole country bankrapt. The effect 
of the short supply of cotton in England, 
caused by the outbreak of the civil war 
in the United States, is an instance of 
what evils aro the certain consequence 
of a stoppage of a trade which has become 
well established. From the effects of the 
cotton famine thus induced, England 
has scarcely even yet recovered, after a 
lapse of sixteen years. Yet the stop- 
page was but temporary, and the 
United States were not by any means 
the only cotton producing country with 
which England was in commercial re- 
lations. To judge of the feeling of the 
CObinese by the reports carefully 
seminated, we should suppose that they 
were desirous of inflicting on themselves 
all the evils which other nations care- 
fully seek to avoid. Certainly their 
present policy would lead to such a 
mishap. Yet it is difficult to seo by 
what means they propose to effect this 
end. To get the foreigner away, they 
do not seruple to enter into more inti- 
mate relations than ever they bad 
before, ‘They borrow money from him 
with the estimable object of getting 
him away ; but of all intruding friends, 
acreditor is apt to be the most perti- 
nacious. Dividends will have to be 
met, while the means to meet them will 
be diminished. Whether this is more 
likely to cause the foreigner to take 
his departure, or to take some more 
effectual guarantees than mere words 
for repayment, even Chinese debtors 
may be able to surmise. 











THE 0. M. 8. N. CO. 
Lr Howo-cuane’s “alleged desire to 
repudiate at the Inst moment the 
action of his agents in the pur- 


chase of the S.S.N. Co. is said to 
have bad a curious and unexpected 
result; namely the taking of the 
responsibilities of the Company on 
the Imperial Government, avd the 
paying off of Li’s advances of some 
seven lakhs of tacls. The conduct of 
the Viceroy of Chibli in this matter 
seems to have roused the indignation 
of his confréres, more especially of 
Shén, Viceroy at Nanking, who felt 
that he bad been made a cat’s paw 
in the transaction ; and he is reported 








to have made representations to the 
Imperial Government, which ‘have ro- 
sulted in the arrangement hinted at, 
So far, our remarks as to the part 
played by Li in the affair, and its 
probable result in lowering his prestige, 
would seem to have been fulfilled even 
more rapidly thani we anticipated ; but 
at the same time we. cannot but 
view with regret, the acceptance 
by the Government of the project 
inaugurated by the Viceroy of Chibli, 
Bad as were the evils entailed 
on trade, native as well as foreign, 
by the China Merchants’ Co. under 
the practical dictation of i, those 
evils are scarcely likely to be amelior- 
ated if tho institution gains . the 
sanction of the Central Govern. 
ment which, in assuming its liabi- 
lities, will become its practical owner. 
When the report of the Company's 
working for last year showed, with 
a paid up capital of less than 700,000 
taels, liabilities of nearly a million and 
a half, many peoplo imagined that they 
would shortly see the extinction of a 
monopoly injurious to the best interests 
of the empire, The bold coup of the 
purchase of the S.S.N. Co, increasing 
the liabilities. by some two millions 
more, or to an amount five times 
greater than the capital of the 
Company, it was anticipated, must 
soon eventuate in the collapse or 
reorganisation of the entire scheme. 
Li had taken so active a part in 
the formation of the Company, and 
his opinions were known to be 80 
faithfully represented in its reports 
—expressing, as these did, a doter- 
mination by every or arly moans 
to get rid of foreign trade and foreign 
tradors, that it was naturally concluded 
he would persevere to the end. But 
the resources even of the Viceroy of 
Chibli seem to have been unequal to 
the task of keeping afloat a concern 
which, with all the surreptitious aid it 
was able to gain from official counten- 
ance and protection, was underatood 
to be commercially # failure. It now 
remains to be seen whether the central 
Government will be in a much better 
position than its redoubtable satrap. 
Considering the difficulty experienced 
in raising a- small loan, and the 
undignified manner in which its diffi- 
culties were hawked about by an 
army of petty brokers, it certainly 
seems absurd in the last degree 
to find the Government saddling itself 
with responsibilities amounting at pre- 
sent to some three and a half millions 
of taels, At the same time, if report 
speak truly, there are indications that 
a more intelligent policy will be 
pursned in the future management of 
the Company, if it pass, as contem. 
plated, under the Imperial auspices, 
Tt is said that the policy of utter 
hostility to foreigners, which was Li 
Hung-chang’s watchword, is to be 
abandoned; that recent experience has 
sufficiently shown it to be » difficult 
one to work ont; and that the prin- 
ciple of “live and fet live” finds favour 
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at Peking, and will guide the future 
management; and if this is the case 
the Government may perbaps not find 
the fleet snch a “difficulty” as it has 
hitherto proved. We oan to a certain 
extent comprehend how the freedom 
of discussion implied in the presence of 
foreigners is distasteful to men like-Li 
Hong-chang, bent on gaining their own 
aima at any cost. We, however, fail 
to se how the ery can be permanently 
adopted by the mercantile or agri- 
cultural classes, both of whom would 
suffer severely, if they escaped 
actual bankruptey, by the success of 
the policy so prominently set forth in 
the prospectus and reports of the com- 
pany which was to accomplish our 
exclusion. 


‘THE STATISTICS OF TRADE. 

Tas Abstract of Trade and Customs 
Revenue Statistics of the Treaty Ports 
in China contains so much information, 
in such a condensed form, that it seems 
almost hopeless to avalyse the retnrns 
further, There are, however, some 
salient facts which may be well ex- 
hibited for the information of thoso 
who are not led to study the volume 
itself. Most noteworthy, at the outset, 
is the steady. increase in the annual 
value of the foreign trade and of the 
yevenue which it yields. The present 
returns cover thirteen years, from 1864 
to 1876, and during that period the 
value of the trade has grown from 
Tis. 94,864,000 te Ts. 151,120,000; 
and the revenue from Tis. 7,872,000 
to Tis. 12,152,000. ‘The figares for 
1876 are abnormally swollen, no doubt, 
by the gredt inflation in the price of sill, 
which is estimated at Tis. 30,000,000 
against Tis. 19,000,000 in 1875, 
although the quantity exported was only 
greater by some 2,000 piculs. Even 
deducting, however, the full difference 
of Ts. 11,000,000 under this head, the 
value of the trade, in 1876, was still 
greater by Tis. 4,000,000 than any 
previous year except 1872, whon it 
reached ‘Ts. 142,605,000.—As the 
centro of the shipping trade, Shanghai 
naturally figures for a yery large 
proportion of the gross trade; uo less 
than Tle. 124,174,000. This, however, 
again, is of course swollen by nearly 
the whole of the silk surplus; the 
value of the native exports of local 
origin being set down at Tls.25,377,000, 
against ‘Tis, 16,598,000 in the previous 
yenr. Byen allowing, howover, for the 
whole-of this surplus as abnormal, tho 
gross value of the Shanghai trade was 
‘Ms. 4,000,000 greater than in any 
previous year except 1872, when Tis. 
117,921,000 was reached. 

Going back uow to the general 
statistics, we find the gross Customs’ 
revenue was Tis. 12,152,000, of which 
Shanghai contributed nearly one-third; 
an increase being shown at eight ports 
ont of the fourteen—Takow, Ningpo, 
Chinkeang, Kiukiang, Chefoo, ang 
Tientsin boing the delinquents; ang 
the decrease in the ease of the tw, 


roughly 800,000. tons, were Englis 





latter, at least, is explicable by the scar- 
city in the provinces of Shantung and 
Chibli.

but the last four years have shown a 
steady increase even on that maximum. 
—Next after Great Britain, the “Con- 
tinent of Europe” figures for Tis, 
14,932,000; the United States of 
America, ls. 7,997,000; Russia, Si- 
beria, and Russian Manchuria togetber, 
Tis. 4,476,000; Japan, a-nently equi- 
valent sum; and afew smaller amounts 
under @ million'taels go to complete the 
total. 

‘The foreign trade was carried on ‘by 
some 2,000 ships ; that-is to say, 2,071 
ships, representing 1,182,550 tous. 
entered ; and 2,026 ships, represonting 
1,144,653 tons cleared, during the year. 
1,500 of these ships, repres 





against 217: German, 93 American, 69 
French, 55 Japanese, 35 Danish, 32 
Spanish, 18 Swedish, &o., dc. Or, 
to speak more pregisely, 1,491 ships 
under the British flag, representing 
799,000 tons, entered; and 1,505.ships, 
representing 823,000 tons, -cleared; 
217 ships under the-German flag, re- 
presentiug 82,500 tous entered, and 
188 representing 73,800 ‘tons cleared ; 
93 American ships-representing 54,900 
entered, and 94 representing 57,600 
cleared. We will not weary our 
readers by analysing in.w:similar man- 
ner, the share taken by each nationality 
in the carrying trade between the 
treaty ports ; merely remarking that-the 
fonr principal entries are British, 2,700; 
American, 1,680 ; Chinese, 1,587; and 
French, 714; the English share being 
rather more than one-third of the total. 
But there is yet one more table which 
deserves notice ; giving the total entries 
and clearances at all the ports. both 
foreign and coastwise, together with 
the share of each nationality. The 
total namber, then, of ships entered and 
cleared was 17,946, aggregating a gross 
tonnage of 10,226,421 tons; and here 
wo find Great Britain figuring for one- 
half, viz. 8,604 ships, measuring 
5,181,000 tons. Am comes next, 
with 3,547 ships, measuring 2,410,421 
tons ; the Chinese next, with 3,063, mea- 
suring 1,404,000 tons; Germany, 1,587, 
measuring 661,668 tons; France, 228, 
measuring 170,749 tons; Japan, 125, 
measuring 117,184 tons ; é&e., é&.—We 
will only add that there are 3,607 
foreign residents, and 4,750,000 natives, 
at the several treaty ports at which this 
trade is carried on.

‘BOOCHOW. 

There lies a little city about five. «piles 
from the Yang-tse, between the cities .of 
Chang-soh and Kang-yin, which is not put 
down on the map Eroept as “a ‘camp; 
its name is “ Yang-s6” B, Tiga 
very ‘little city,” the smallest I've seen, 
yet a true Chinose city with its wall, moat, 
and gates. In tho ‘memory ‘of tho oldést 
inhabitants” only two. foreigners, had ever 
been to the place, one previous to the 
‘Taiping Rebellion and tho other eight or 
ten years since. ‘It was reached ‘by a 
wheelbarrow, as'the canal is'driedtp. 

There is a marked difference ‘between 
the lands bordering on the river:and those, 
of the rice plains. ‘They are comparatively 
‘piu lands,” high ang diy, 4 foot above 
the surface of the ‘water. ‘Yet on these 
“high lands of tho Yangtsze” the Chinese 

es. the water is 
raised by five sets of water-wheels, It 
was too hot for the men to wear clothes. 
Xt ia surprising the amount of “water 4 
water-bi can. pump up in ‘a ‘day— 
enough to last a plot of ai acre for five days, 

‘The rains have come the last day or two 3 
without good rains there must be a semi- 
famine in the district ‘bordering on the 
river. ‘The canals are dry, or mearly'so, 
Along the main routes the water was four or 
five fect below the usual mark, ‘The people 
were pumping from reserved pools, but, the 

‘ound seemed so dry and arid that it took a 

lay or two of hard'work to moisten a ‘plot 
before flooding, . preparatory to ‘planting 
the sprouts. 

‘Tho towns at this'season have no business, 
as the country people are busy. In all 
this region there is no place ‘to ‘comipare 
wrth the city of Wu-seih in ts brik trade, 
It is the great “grain depot” of Kian; 
‘All the tribute rice is collected there,.and 
from thence run a line of ‘boats to Shang- 
hai. Its trade-in ‘rice, wheat, ‘vegetable- 
seeds for oil, is wholesale. ‘its’ wHarves 
ace the Islet marta. in this gion. Tis 
water frontage is fine, so that the trading 
boats from the Lake and from high up 
river are riot crowded, It is surp 
that it can 20, succestfully ‘compote’ with 
Soochow.

FOOCHOW. 


Describing the flood, which we mentioned 
a few days ago had occurred at Foochow, 
the Herald says :— 

‘The freshet noticed in our last issue was 
of merely an average character, though of 
course causing considerable inconvenionce 
to the inhabitants of waterside lots, and 
interfering to some extent with the ordinary 
traffic on the river. The water, however, 
continued to rise, and on Sunday afternoon 
there was every indication of a most disas- 
trous inundation, “At about 3 a.m. on the 
following day, the river attained its greatest 
height, and the entire valley of the Min 
was converted into a vast sheet of water, 
varying. in depth-from 4 to 8 feet. Asa 


matter of course’ the bridges across the 
river were rendered impassible, and we 

t to add that the main one, or 
“Bridge of ‘Ten Thousand 2 was 
seriously injured—two of the arches having 
been swept away by the torreht. Com- 
munication with the low-lying patts of the 
Foreign Settlement was only practicable 
by means of sampans, canoes, or other 
craft, and the boat people must have 
reaped a rich harvest. With a few excep- 
tions nearly all the godowns and offices 
were flooded ; but, owing to timely precau- 
tions having been taken, comparatively little 
foreign-owned property was injured. Had

On the 
river itself there were fewer accidents than 
last year, as the boatmen were better pre- 
pared, and had secured their craft at safe 
moorings. ny of the large junks below 
thebridge dragged their anchors drifted into 
one another, and caused considerable los 
of life amongst the sam ple in their 
vicinity.

to tho Dispensary or to the American 
church, (when they were exchanged. for 
rice, On the three following days 
a further large number of tickets were 
issued ; and as early as half-past six o'clock 
on the 25th, crowds were at the gates of 
the dispensing places, awaiting their open- 
ing. On that day, the rico issued probably

Nomén Tali, a soldier of ‘tho forco, made 
statoment to the effect that her son, named. 
E-lé-ngén-pu, who had beon absent from 
home since the 17th, was reported this day 
by some people of tho town to have been 
killed by a gunshot wound by certain. por- 
sons at tho reod Inke to tho wost of the 
city. ‘The statoment was reported to have 
come from a man named I-bo-so. On 
roceipt of this information, = Chineso 
named Chang Ho-fah was summoned, who 
ropeated the statemont abovo given, adding 
that on the afternoon of 23rd September 
E-li-ngén-pu had left his shop in company 
with a man named Mor-gén-tai, saying that 
he was going to look for an individual 
named Na-cliin, since which timo he had 
not been secon. Na-ch’in was hereupon 
summoned, and a musket was taken posses- 
sion of in his house, Mor-gén-tai_and 
T-bo-so were also summoned and inter- 
rogated, with the following reat la 
chin confessed that : ‘T-bo-so having told 
mo that deceased's wife was his niece, and 
that if deceased could be put out of the 
way, he could give me his niece in marriage, 
in ‘testimony whereof he cut off a lock of 
her hair, which he gave me, I and Mor, 
gén-tai inveigled deceased to a place south- 
west of the city, and shot him there.” 
Prisoner also delivered up the lock of hair 
referred to. On particulars coming 
before the memorialist, Ying Lien, he 
despatched a civilian functionary to hold 
an inquest, the report of which is as 
follows :—On proceeding to a point near 
the reed-beds about 30 jouth by west 
from the city, accompanied by an officer of 
the Solon troops, together with the relatives 
of the deceased, and tho witnesses in 
the case, I held a public inguest on the 
remains of E-lé-ngén-pu. The evidence 
shewed that deceased was 19 years of 
He was of middle height, the colour of 
face yellow, the eyes nearly closed, the 
lips tightly shut. To-the left side of the 
chest a bullet-hole was discovered, measur- 
ing nine-tenths of an inch in circumferen 
‘The bullet had traversed the body, passing 
out to the left of the spine, leaving a 
wound of one and two-tenths of an inch in 
circumference. ‘The skin at the orifice was 

sping asunder in each case. ‘The bones 
fftkan were discoloured and black, and 
there were marks of bleeding. A gunshot 
wound had unquestionably been inflicted 
during life, with fatal result, and no other 
round but that described was found ‘upon 
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the body.” ‘The report of the inquest 
having been received, orders were given to 
tho Military Secretariat to institute a trial 
of the case, whch the following evidence 
was taken. ’ Uchala, deceased's mother, de- 
posed :—My son; being given to opium- 
Ehoking on ssvoant of health, was com- 
stantly away from home. He went out on 
the 17th Soptember, and had been gone 
several days, when I was told by the man 
Chang that he had just heard E-lé-ngén-pu 
had been shot. On the 22nd, Thad gone 
out to buy. some physic for my daughter-in- 
law, who was ill, and I knew nothing what- 
ever about a lock of ker hair having been 
cut off. She got on well with her husband. 
They ‘over quarrelled.” (Note. —The 
evidence of all the: parties is given in col- 
Toquial Chinese, being probably a close 
translation from the Manchu.) Na-ch'in 
and the others were next separately sub- 
jected to a searching interrogation, Na-ch’in 
leposing as follows :—“TI am a soldier of 
the Solon force, and have long known the 
deceased, I-bo-80, and Mor-gén-taiasfriends. 
On tho ud September the two last-named 
myself were drinking together an¢ 
having a chat; and being persuaded by 
T-bo-so that if his nephew-in-law could 
be put out of the way, he would be 
able to give me co to wife, I 
went with Mor-gén-tai in his company to 
deceased’s house, deceased and his 
niother were away from home, and taking 
advantage of this, I-bo-s0 said to his nieco, 
who semed to be ill and was lying down, 
that he wanted to cut off a lock of her hair 
to give to me as a pledge, and that if 
E-lé-ngén-pu could be put out of the way, 
he would give her to me to wife. Hii 
niece answered that she was afraid ; but 
L-bo-so tld her that she need not fei 
he would be answerable if anything hap 
pened. Upon this, he cut ofa look of her 
air and gave it to'me. On tho following 
day I got Mor-gén-tai to help me, and we 
inveigled E-éngén-pu into joining us, un- 
der Protence ‘of going to Ili. At about 
9 o'clock that evening, when we had got to 
the reedbeds, I gave the horse to Mor-gén- 
tai to hold, and shot £-l-ngén-pu while he 
vias halting for. necessary purpose, "The 
bullet struck him in the chest, and he died 
instantly. Thad seon deceased's wife but 
once, and there had never been any im- 
proper relations between us. Ihad promised 
to give Mor-gén-tai a horse for lending a 
hand in the business, but I have not given 
it to him; and to I-bo-so I had promised 
to give, but have not given, ten tacls in 
Russian paper money.” I-bo-so's state- 
ment, given in full, is to the same effect as 
tho preceding, with the addition that he 
was angry with deceased for his dissipated 
conduct, and that he was intoxicated when 
he made the offer to Na-ch’in to give him 
his niece in marriage if E-lé-gnén-pu could 
be put ont of the way. He also stated 
that he had intended giving Mor-gén-tai 
half of the sum which Na-ch’in was to 
have paid him in Russian notes.—De- 
ceased’s wife, Kara Khalaki, deposed as 
follows :—My husband smoked opium, and 
‘used to be continually away from home. 
My mother-in-law’s brother, I-bo-so, was 
avare of this. All our family matters were 
attended to by my uncle. 
September, when my husband had been 
away from home sineo the 17th, while I 
was lying down, ill, at home, and my 
mother-in-law had gone out to buy some 
medicine for me and to try to fetch my 
husband home, my uncle, I-bo-so, came to 
the house with Na-ch’in and Mor-gén-tai, 
and wanted to cut off a lock of my hair to 
give to Na-ch'in as a pledge. If Na-ch’in 
could put my husband out of the way, he 
could give me to Na-ch'in to wife. I 
replied that I was afraid of such a thing ; 
Dut he told me not fear, he would be an- 
swerable for anything that might happen. 
My uncle thereupon cutoff alock of my hair 
and gave it to Na-ch’in. Then they all went 
away, and I was too ill to follow after them, 
When my mother-in-law came back, as I

did not know whether there was any truth 
in what they said about doing for my, hus- 


band, and I was afraid my uncle would be 
angry with me, I did not venture to say 
anything about it to her. -I know nothing 
about the way in which my uncle came to 
propose to Na-ch’in that he should murder 
my husband. I never saw Na-ch’in but 
once, and there never were any iniproper 
relations between us.”—Chang Ho-fah, a 
native of Shensi, at present keeping a shop 
in Tarbagatai, deposed to the circumstances 
under which he was led to inform 
deceased's mother of Na-ch’in’s suspicious 
movements. The memorialists have to 
submit that they have no code of law to 
refer to at tai, nor any prison to 
which to commit the guilty parties in this 
ease. All they can do is to hand the pri- 
soners over to their own military authorities 
to be kept carefully in* custody; and 
they request ‘that the Board of Punish- 
ments may be commanded to pronounce the 
sentences which should be passed upon the 
three male prisoners and upon the wife of 
deceased, for their respective shares ‘in tl 
crime committed. They forward copies of 
the evidence to the Board for consideration. 
—Rescript : Let the Board of Punishments 
consider and report. m 
curious statement as to the absence of all 
institutions of a judicial nature, at Tar- 
Dagatai, contained in the above memorial, 
it would appear that the occupation of this 
city for several years past as the head- 
quarters of Yung Ts'tian's seat of govern- 
ment, (see Gazette of 25th September, 
1874), has led to but little in the way of 
internal organization.

‘The principal staples 
upon which duties have been collected of 
late years are the figured cottons and 
similar goods in transit from Honan, Be- 
tween April 1874 and April 1877 ‘the 
receipts have not exceeded ‘Tacls 2,700 to 
Taels 3,400 per annum, The regulation 
amount that should be yielded at this 
barrier, as settled in 1746, is Tls, 17,974. 
In the present condition of affaira, however, 
with warfare still in progress beyond the 
and both Shensi and. Kansuh 
continuing to suffer under the effects 
of their recent disturbances, and. with 
likin taxes being levied, moreover, all 
over the country, the capital needed to 
embark in business is so considerable that 
traders find themselves hampered to a 
material degree. Shensi being traversed

THE SHANTUNG FAMINE. 
DR, NEVIUS! REFORT 10 THE CONTRIBUTORS 


‘TO THE RELIEF FUND. 

Dean Sms,—I retiimned from the famine 
rogion a fow days sifice, and take this early 
gpportunity to-sénd you a report, respect- 
ing.the disbursemient of that portion of the 
Famine Relief Fund which came to my 
Hiands. 


On the 10th of March, I located myself in 
the market town Kao-yai, on the extreme 
western: border of the district of En-ch'in, 
ahd immediately adjacont to Sing-k'd, and 
ontinued distributing cash from that centre 
‘until the 4th of Juni 

The plan opted was that of enrolling 
the ‘names of the most destitute in the 
surrounding villages, and sending to 
each person enrolled, «through repre- 
sentatives chosen in each village, a daily 
allowance of ten cash. This was given 
out every five days, and distributed in th ie 
villages by their representatives, accordin, 
tothe list previously made. out, A ony 
of rules and tions setting forth t] 
jnatiner in which we carried on our work 
as posted in the market towns and larger 
Fillags, so that the people soon became 

with our plan. At first we 

aid. to but-3,000" persons, who lived in 
villages immediately adjacent to us. As 
the inhabitants of other places applied to 
1us, and the means for aiding them came to 
hand, we extended our work so that at the 
last it ‘included 32,689 persons residing in 
383 towns and the most remote 
being from 10 to 15 miles distant from 
Kao-yai,

seldom having more than 12,000 in action, The 
strength of the army which has now invaded 
Armenia is enormously in excess of these 
numbers. A low estimate gives the force 
disposable for active service in the Caucasus 
before war was declared as 170,000 men, and 
strong reinforcements must hi since come 
up. If wo suppose, then, that the right 
column, which hee marched on Batoum, num- 
bers 50,000 men, and that the left or Bayazid 
column consists’ of 30,000 men, 
column, which marched in two’ divisions by 
Alexandropol aid Ardsbav, must be nearly 
100,000 strong.

The advent of the 2nd crop has been the main 
ooint of interest. since the last.issue, and now the probable extent of the yield is uppermost in the minds of buyers, Chineso 
variously estimating the. probable deficit, as compared with last year, at 50,000 to 75,000 chests. Musters of 2nd crop Oopacks 
wrived'on the 18th’ulto.; andthe first settlements were reported on the following day at Tis. 17 @ 17.25 per picul, being 
Ts. 6 @ 6 per picul under fast year's opening ates. Arrivals until yesterday wero almost entirely confined to Teas from the neat 
listricts, and of these the supply s0 far has ‘been unusually small. We have now Sun-yang and Chong-sow-kai Teas on the market, 
ind taking the crop as a whole, we do not consider it quite equal to last year, although on this point the usual diversity of 
ypinion exists.

The entire yield of 1st erop tea (exclusive of Ningchows and Hohows) is estimated about 3,000,000 Ibs. But the increase is 
dtributable not to a large yield but to the-number of Shansi merchants who have this season packed teas for England instead of for 
wwerland carriage to Russia as usual.
